The flght was a disgraceful nITair. and 
will put n cloud on the racing of< nuto* at 
Liberty vllle. Four young mtiU from Chi- 
cago, evidently of wealthy parents, wore 
drunk and continued to ninbe'n disturbance 
on tiie track. Tliey refused to leave the 
tratk on request of (he fitipctul otRceni, they 
defied arreitt and also made several passes 
nt persons who > protected neaiust their 
fictions. ■ . . . . , ■

Quarrel Resulted With One Man Wounded 
and Two Othen In Jail. 

A quarrel sfarted in the wire mills at 
W&ukegoa oa Saturday night, came to a 
thrillinB climax Sunday morning when 
the night gang laid off aad Valentine Fe- 
tronie, one of the men in the quarrel, was 
attacked and his head cut open, by Anton 
Batgawic^s and Louie Valentine^ 

Petronie claims that' when the three 
men quarreled Saturdoy night, the other 
two told him' they would wait _ outside 
for him and they did. He claims that 
when they jump(^ on him one struck bitn 
with a dinner pnll and the other with a 
knife. . 

The cuts ore both bad hut .a only scalp 
woondt. The'alleged assailants were cap- 
tured by the police and lodged, in >iail. 
Later they were fined and' both promptly

Three' men were killed and ten perBOns 
were injured Tuesday afternoon by the ex- 
plosion of a car load of dynamite io the 
middle of a long freight train on the Chi- 
ca(;o and Indiiioa Southern railroad at 
the station at Reddick, 111. The bodies 
of ihe two men were scattered for a hun- 
dred yards iu every direction, and the third 
victim WU.S severoJ hundred feet from the 
scene when he wns struck down by a flying 
bolt. 

The explosion shattered pr.°tctically every 
window in the town, wrj'cked the^epot 
mid splintf-reda number of cars of the long 
train, Uitj of the wreckage were hurled 
for hnlf u mile and several of those injured 
wert^i fur from the «cene wiieu they were 
hurt. - 1 

The explosion wai caused by n fire in a 
tank of Kasoltne. This blew up shortly 
after the train stopped, and the members 
of the r.rew ttiouglit the first explosion was 
that of the dynamite. They were going 
back to investigate and citizens were rush- 
ing toward the wreck from all directlcrni 
when the second and greater explosion oc- 
curred. 

The train was at once slopped, but be- 
cause of the proximity of the dynamite car 
none of the trainmen would go hack to 
Ssht the ilauies until after the first explo- 
sion. Then thinking that ai| dancer had 
'i4?'''i passed every one rushed to the middle of 
the train just in time to be siriick by the 
debris from the second -blast, Fraze'e, 
SiozkJon land Powell we're riding in an 
empty box cat next to the car of dynamite 
flow Powell escaped death when his com- 
panions were blown to pieces is ft mysterj'. 
He soon, rctmtned consclouinesA and it is 
thought he will recover. 

A large Ecctioa of the track was blown 
up, and it will be some time before traflic 
can be rcaunied on the /ine. A number of 
the cars burned after the explosion had 
scattered flaming gasoline over them. .. 



First Car Perrr Arrived at Waukegan 
Friday With Thirty Can^/Uraord 

An important industry was Inaugurated 
Frldoy for Wnuketrnn when the first cur 
ferry which is to play between that city" 
and Wisconsin and Michigan ports, brought 
thirty cars there and Sanded at the new car 
ferry slip north of the coal docks, . 

The car ferry is the Pere Marquette 
numl>er 16. Capt, Johnson in charge. 
With the &rHt boat came the general 
fralRht manager, Air. Filzeerald, and 
chief ensineer Kasch. 

The ferry carried thirty freight cars, 
loaded with 1,700 tons of iron ore niid they 
were placed on the E, J. & E. tracks to he 
taken to Joliet where tbey are consigned, 

Tlie boat came from Peshtigo, Wis., and 
made a very fast trip have left there but 
uiKhteen hours before pulling into port at' 
Wnukegan Friday morning. 

That the inauguration of this service in 
Waukegan is an important feature is shown 
by the fact that the company which oper- 
!ted\ the ferry, the Lake Micbifian Car 
Ferry Transportation company, is already 
planning to have business going out of 
poit as well ns coming in, 

Said Mr. Fitrflerald: "We are to make 
trips to Wnukeiran Bvety forty-eight hours 
after a time and wo hope to get shipments 
of nil kinds to and from port. We are to 
carry all kind^ of freight that trams carry 
and we make much faster time than rail- 
roads hence we can get the businesit be- 
cause it is a cheaper method of inuisporla- 
tlon. , We siiall bring lumber, coal, ^i\a, 
etc., and have great hopes of business 
here. The coiup:<ny operates two largeoar 
ferries. The slip and dock for us is now 
nearly nil finished. '

With five Companions Phil McGrnth'Crosv 
^ ed in Front of fast Train and Was Run 
Down Sunday Morning 

Returulnff at one o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing to the laborers' quarters on the Armour 
estate, we.<t of Lake Forest, aftei^a ';aighfc 
out" at Rondout, Phil McGrath was struck 
and instantly killeil by a fast train on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul road be- 
tween Everett nnd Rondout. 

There were four companions with. Mo-. . 
Gratb. A freight train bad passed along 
the tracks and the whole party ot five 
Htarted to cross the tracks, not knowing 
tbat a fast train was following the freifzht. 
All got to the safe side of the right-of-way, 
except' McGrutli,, 

. McGrath' was struck by the eniriiie "aad 
horribly '.injured, bis right leg being 
smashed and his face, and skull fraglured 
BO that he died instantly. He was toeeed 
for some distance. 

The remains were removed lo La"ke For- 
est to the Wenba'o rooms and there a cor- 
oner's jury held an Inquest. 

Mrs. Ryan, the victim's boarding houea 
itiiitree^ was notified and her arrival .and 
the arrival of the train crew that, ran Mo- 
Gratb were awaited for the inquest. 

It Is said that all of the party of five 
laborers had been drinkinsr in a remirtat 
Kondout and were a bit the worse for tli^ir 
convivality. .•

Indianapolis, Ind.-Aftcr paying a 
tribute to tho men who gave up their 
lives th'ot the" union might be main* 
tnlned, amL aftor speaking In prnlso 
ot tho gallantry, pntrloUam ond devo- 
tion ot Oen. Lawlon, Proaldent Roose* 
volt Thuraday turned hla attention la 
biB address at the Lawton monument 
unveiling to the economic prnhloms of 
the hour, making particular and 
pointed roforonco to tho matter of fed- 
oral control of the railroads. 

Greater Peril Than Anarchliti, 

Tho proaldent made tho flat state* ' 
mcnt that the country Is In greater 
peril from the predatory rich than It 
la from tho Boclallsts and annrchlats. 
He inveighed ogalnat the evlla of over* 
capitalization and recommended that 
the government bo given power to 
take account of the phyaical properties 
of tho railways. Ho touched on tho 
evlla of car shortages and made rco- 
ommendallona for their correction. 

The principal points made In the 
address, wltlch was lengthy, follow: 
Stop Crimea of Cunning. 

"Tho power of tho nation must bo 
exerted to atop crimes of cunning no 
loss than crimes of violence." 

"One groat problem that wo havo 
before ua Is to preaorve tho rights ot , 
property; and these can only be pre- 
served If we remember that they aro 
In IcBB Jeopardy from tho soclaHst and 
tho anarchist than from the predatory 
man of wealth." 

"Every federal law dealing "wlth 
corporations or with railroads has 
been a step In advance In tho right 
direction. . . . There will be no halt 
In the forward movement toward a full 
development of this policy; and those'

"Am'plo provision should bo mado 
by icongreas to enable tho Intcrstato 
commerce commission, by tho employ-r 
mont of a auiniccnt force of exports, 
to undortako the physical valuation ot 
each and any railroad In tho country, 
whenever and so aoon aa In tho opin- 
ion ot tho commlBsl9n the valuation of 
any road would be of valuoJiOyjhiB.'

"It Is plainly Inadvlsablo tnr iho 
government to undertake to direct the 
phyalcal operatit^n of the railways 
save In wholly except hmal casos; and 
the BUporvlalon and control it eier- 
cIbob should bo entirely adequate to 
aeciire Its enda, and yet no more har- 
aaalng than Is necosaary to aecuro

Warning to Railroad Men. 

"Let the big railroad ma» scrupu- 
lously refrain from any eflort to Infiu- 
once politics or government save us It 
Is tho duty of every good citizen In 
legitimate ways to try to Inftuunce 
polltlcB and government," 

"In providing against overcapitali- 
zation we shall barm no human being 
who Is honest; and we ahall bonottt 
many, for overcapitalization often 
means an inflation that Invites bual- 
ncss panic . , . and puts a premium 
on gambling and bualness trickcr}-." 

"Wo hopo ns ono of tho chief niMns 
for hotlcriuent of conditions to secure 
aa complote publicity in the affaire ot 
tho rallroada as now obtains with re- 
gard to national banks.
